Bartlesville, Okla., 
Sept. 
22.—All 
Oklahoma is interested In the coming 
trial of Mrs. Laura IL Reuter of Tul­ 
sa, whose trial started before Judge 
R. IL Hudson in the district court to­ 
day. She ie charged with being a par 
ty to a conspiracy 
in causing the 
death of her husband, Charles T. Reu­ 
ter, prominent attorney and member 
of the school board, who was shot to 
death in his home in Tulsa early on 
the morning of May 
5. 
1912. The 
case wan brought to Washington coun­ 
ty on change of venue. 
Two men, Joe Baker, the “hired as- 
SMsin,” according to the confession of 
"Bud” Bel lew, and Guy McKenzie 
“friend of die Reuter family,'* now 
are serving life sentences in th* state 
penitentiary at McAlester for the part 
they are alleged to have played in the 
murder of Reuter. They were convict­ 
ed in the district court at Tulsa lest 
October. Mrs. 
Reuter, 
disclaiming 
any knowledge of a conspiracy to kill 
•her husband, 
will taketbe 
witness 
stand in her own behalf, according to 
announcement, and will tell her story 
of the tragedy. She has engaged able 
counsel and will fight the case from 
every angle. 
On the other hand, County Attorney 
Pat Malloy of Tulsa county, believing 
there is a strong case against the worn 
an, is preparing to make the fight of 
his life, so the trial gives promise of 
being one of the greatest legal battles 
in the history of the state. 
The state alleges there were four 
parties to the conspiracy—Mrs. Reuter 
the wife; Baker McKenzie and Ballew, 
the latter who was a chauffeur for Mc­ 
Kenzie. Ballew in a signed statement 


now in the hands of the county atter 
ney implicated the three. The state 
will attempt to show that Baker, the 
“hired assassin" was paid to do away 
with Reuter so that McKenzie could 
marry the beautiful widow. The state 
expects to show that on the night of 
the tragedy three men entered the Reu 
ter home in the guise of “burglars, 
w hich was a part of the conspiracy. 
Router and his wife were not occupy 
ing the same room and had not for 
several weeks prior to the tragedy. 
The wife occupied a room acrose the 
hall from her husband. It is claimed 
by the fetal# * hat one of the trio of 
burglars” first entered the room of 
Hrs. Reuter, flashed a light in her 
face, then stepped from the room and 
locked the door. Then he entered the 
room of Reuter, shoved a revolver 
against his body, which awakened Reu­ 
ter; that he demanded money, that 
Reuter handed him $200 and that when 
the “burglar” demanded his diamonds 
a struggle followed and Reuter was 
shot through the head. After he had 
fallen on the floor he was shot a sec­ 
ond time, the bullet passing through 
his body. Then the burglar left the — .™ 
house carrying the money and dia- doubtful 
monde. He disappeared up a hill, climb 
ed into a waiting automobile and rush­ 
ed away. After the first shot, the wife 
rushed to a window and screamed, 
which caused the burglar to flee. This, 
the state alleges was a part of the plot
